CITY OF THE FUTURE. 


Town Planning ts Canada’s Next 
Great Step. 

Canada is waking up to the im- 

mense importance of the city plan- 


lning and housi. g question. Qne of the 


most significant featuros c/ the day 
ig the assembling of the great Na- 
sional. Canadian Congress on City 
Planning at Winnipeg. It is the first 
gathering of the kind ever held’ in 
{he Dominion.. 

Canada’s interest in city planning 
has gone ahead in the Jast few years. 
I'he support of the former Governor- 
General, Marl Grey, was responsible 
for the visit of Mr. Henry Vivian, the 
chairman of the Co-partnership Ten- 
ants, Ltd., of England, in 1910, 0 Mr. 
Vivian pointed out, in a tour of the 
country, that there was urgent neces- 
rity to plan the cities on well-defined 
‘ines, tending to the health of the 
community and the beauty of the lo- 
calities. No'single man has done more 
towards the solution. of the housing 
oroblem in England than Mr. Vivian, 
and he brought his Inglish experi: 
ence under the notice of the Canadian 
public who view the city as something 
more than a place to make money. 

Mr. Raymond Unwin, the greatest of 
English town planners, visited Canada 
last year, and experts from the Unit- 
ed States have also advised public 
and private authorities in Canada on 
questions of urban development on 
far-seeing lines. t 

The city. of. Winnipeg was the first 
city in Canada to ,institute a City 
Planning Commission. That was done 
in 1910, and Mr. I. J. Cole, who has 
a good fund of Muropean experienc» 
behind him, was appointed secretary.

NAVAL GUN TELESCOPES. f 
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Device That Made Possible Accurate 

Long Range Firing. : 
- It was about the year 1885 that the 
telescope was lirst tested in conjunc- 
lon-with the firing of a modern gun. 
I'he tremendous concussion broke the 
ens, however, so that in order to use it | 
at all the telescope bad to be detached 
from the gun before firing, thereby 
entailing a loss of several seconds in 
time after aim had been taken. 

Later, to obviate this defect, the 
telesccne was adjusted to the axis of 
the gun by a system of parallel arms 
moving up and down in unison with 
the gun, though detached from it. This- 
of course was a great improvement, 
but there were still grave practical de- 
fects, 

Well, along in the early nineties H2n- 
ry C. Mustin, a young midshipman at 
Annapolls, lean faced and square of 
jaw, built like a medium sized Her- 
cules, quiet mannered, but a bulldog in 
the football tield, interested himself in 
the study of optics. Naturally enough, 
his thoughts were directed to the de- 
fective lenses of the gun telescopes. 
The lenses broke when the guns were 
fired; therefore it was necessary to in- 
vent a nonhreakable lens. 

One day years later, while station- 
ed in Washington, Mustin called a few 
of his brother officers to the window 
near his desk on the second floor of a 
building in the navy yards. He show- 
ed them 2 Jens with a metal band 
“shrunk” around its circumference. 
Then he opened the window and de- 
liberately threw the lens with all his 
might upon the brick pavement be- 
low. The others knew of his pet hob- 
by and thought he bad given it up in 
diseust and bad taken this way of tell- 
ing them so, But he put on his hat, lit 
a cigarette and bade them follow him. 
He led them down the stairs amid con- 
siderable joking and out to the spot 
where the lens lay on the pavement 
The glass was unbroken. ‘The one 
great defect of the telescope sight had 
been overcome, and Mustin bad made 
possible the long range gunnery of 
the modern navy. ‘be thud of the lit- 
tle glass disk with its meta! collar 
upon the brick pavement was the sig: 
nal for the nations to begin to build 
their Dreadnoughts.—American Maga- 
zine,

We doe therefore earnestly in- 
treat all the elders of this jurisdiction, 
as often as they shall see cause, ta 
munifest their zeal against it in their 
public administrations, and to take} 
care that the members of their respec: | 
tive churehes be not defiled therewith: 
that so, such as prove obstinate, and 
will not reforme themselves, may have 
God and man to witness against them, 
The third month 10th day, 1649.”
